Continuation of 2. NOTE: The examiner maintains that the 195 reference was cited as a teaching of the known use of Laser energy to 
detonate devices, those devices being the pulsejet engine detonation chambers and the fuel/oxydizer mixture therein. Also as seen in 
column 5 at lines 8-10 it is not possible to predict how much damage will be caused to the system of 195 when it is used, therefore that 
damage may be "none", which would mean that it is not damaged and therefore may be used multiple times. It is suggested that the 
applicant positively claim the details of the ignition system and/or the details of the laser energy and its pathways. 
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
